NEW YORK. 
THE JAY HUBBELL BRIGANDS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 1.—Mr. Jay Hubbell, of 
political-assessment notoriety, during a con- 
ference yesterday with Gen. Sharpe, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the Re- 
publican State Committee, explained the best 
way Ww proceed with the assessment business 
for the State canvass. Mr. Hubbell agreed 
to send the State Committee a complete list 
of all the Federal officials in the State, but 
the State Committee is to pay the expense of 
copying the lists in the hands of the Congres- 
sional Committee. The fact and the custom- 
house and other Federal! officials have already 
paid assessments to the Congressional! Com- 
mittee will in no wise relieve them from pay- 
ing another assessment to the State Commit- 
tee and still anotherto the County Central 
Committee. The Republican State Commit- 
tee will levy 

AN ASSESSMENT OF 24¢ PER CENT 

upon the salaries of all the Federal officials 
in the State. This will bring into the treas- 
ury over $200,000 to start with, which will be 
independent of the contributions from pri- 
vate individuals and wealthy officials. Last 
year only about one-half the officeholders 
paid their assessments. Under the Admin- 
istration of President Arthur, however, 
every man will undoubtedly make his péace 
by prompt payment to the State Committee. 
Every letter-carrier and other hard-wurked 
official who gets a salary of $1,000 a year will 
be required to stand and deliver $50 of it to 
the Kepublican politicians this year, regard- 
less of the high cost of living and the néeds 
of his family. The Jay Hubbell brigands 
get one-half of this sum and the State Com- 
mittee the other half.

ASSESSMENTS. 

Cnairman Hubbell is reported as having 
stated to an interviewer in New York that 
the assessments of the Congressional Com- 
mittee now were much less than in 1880, dur- 
ing the Garfield canvass, when not a word 
was said about the matter. Cleiks in the 
Executive Departments here will corroborate 
Mr. Hubbell’s statement in this respect. 
‘They were assessed in some instances 3 per 
cent by the Congressional Committee, and 
in addition very considerable assessments to 
other State committees, and in some cases to 
their local county committees, It may be 
said that in most cases they giadly 
contributed. The attitude of the Congres- 
sional Committee towards them at that time 
was quite different. ‘There were very few 
of the clerks in the Presidential campaign 
who did not take such an active interest in

New Orieans, La., Oct. 1.—Capt. Will- 
fam Campbell and the rescued officers and 
crew of the ill-fated steamer Robert E. Lee 
came in this morning from Vicksburg on the 
Jackson train. Capt. Campbell was found at 
K. Conery & Sons, where he was congratu- 
lated upon his fortunate escape. When 
asked for his statement of the affair he re- 

lated the following: 

THE CAPTAIN’S STATEMENT. 

“We left Vicksburg about -6 o’clock on 
Friday evening with about 460 bales of cot- 
ton on board, about thirty passengers, and a 
crew of about ninety or 100, including offi- 
cérs. We first discovered the fire just be- 
lew Brooks’ Landing, Miss., about thirty-five 
miles below Vicksburg. The fire was first 
seea in the kitchen a little after 3 
o'clock Saturday morning. Pilot Stout, En- 
gineer Perkins, the second mate, Kilpatrick, 
Clerks Hall, Wells, and Beli, and myself 
were on watch at the time. I shouted to the 
pilot to land the boat as quick as he 
could, which he did. We ran a line 
out, made the boat fast, and lowered the 
stage. All persons forward got ashore safe- 
ly. Those aft were cut off from the stage by 
the fire and smoke, and went to the stern of 
the boat to save themselves. Some were 
saved and some were lost. The yawil was

All my men did their duty as long as the 
flames allowed them te, One lady from Pitts- 
burg, going to Natchez, saved herself and 
seven children.

He did not 
desire to create a panic, because 
there were several parties around 
him, but when the cry was 
repeated ina manner which lert no doubt 
of the truth of the ery, he ran to his room to 
procure a satchel in which to place the 
money and valuables of the boat. When he 
reached his room it was filled with smoke. 
He hurried back to the office and emptied 
all of the money in the safe into the satchel. 
By that time the cabin had become dense 
with smoke, 

EXTINGUISHING ALL THE LIGHTS. 
He groped his way to the stairs, and was ak 
most suffocated. He was so exhausted that 
he fell half way down stairs to the platform 
where the main stairway separates. It was 
with great difficulty that he reached the lower 
deck, and was assisted to the shore. He saved 
about $2,500, of which amount 8750 was in 
sliver, weighing sufficient to make it a hard 
task for him to carry it out in safety. While 
going down stairs ne met Mail-Agent Beebe 
going up to the locker to try and save the val- 
uable packages in the mails. The smoke 
was so dense, however, that the lantern 
which Mr. Beebe carried In his hand was ex- 
tinguished, and in self-preservation he was 
compelled to hurry ashore. Capt. Hall said 
that theffire either originated in the pantry, 
store-room, or pastry-room. Capt. Campbell 
and several of the crew who were on watch 
had been in the pantry just five minutes pre- 
vious to get some coffee. They did not smell 
auy smoke and there were 
NO INDICATIONS OF THE FIRE.

CONVICTED. 


Joseph BR. Black, the Chief of the Phil- 
adeiphia Star-Route Thieves, Found 
Guilty—His Dupes Acquitited. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 30.—Our star- 
route trial resiiited in the conviction of the 
principal and the acquittal of the subordi- 
nates. The scene wasrather exciting when 
the court asked for their verdict. Foreman 

Ellis looked confused fora moment, moved 

uneasily from one foot to the other, and then 

looked appealingly at Judge’ Butler, who 
was holding the sealed verdict in his hand. 

“Do you want me to announce the ver- 

dict?” he finally stammered. “ Yes, cer- 

tainly,” said the court, “ Well, not gullty.”’ 

In a moment, however, the other jurors 

were on their feet and announced that the 

verdict had been ineorrectly rendered. 

Mr. Ellis asked if he might take the written 

verdict and readit. It was evident that the 

mental strain caused by the trial had been 
almost too much for him. The court handed 
him the verdict, and he then read as follows: 

“The jury find as to Joseph Funk, Joseph 

Blackmai, William RK. Cason, and Henry C. 

Arbuckle, not guilty. As to Joseph K. Black, 

guilty, but respectfully and earnestly pray 

for the extreme leniency of the court in his 
case.”’ Each of the jurors then took the paper 
and read the verdict. Some of them were so 
nervous that they could scarcely read, but 
one or two read it in a clear, distinet tone, so 
that it was almost possible to pick out the 
men who had been for conviction from the 
first as they read. Black had taken a seat in 
front of his counsel, and although evidently 
striving his utmost to seem cool and coilect- 
ed, he presented a most pitlable appearance. 
His eyes were swolien and bloodshot, his 
face had lost alb of the ruddy, healthy hue 
which wasfvery noticeabie when he was 
first arrested, his e¢ollar was dis- 
ordered, his boots unbBlacked, and his 
hand trembled perceptibly as he fumbled 
with a pen that was lying on a table by his 
side. Cason and Arbuckle are young nen, 
apparentiy not more than 8 years of age, 

They sat together near their counsel, and 

showed no evidence of emotion of any kind. 

When Foreman Ellis arose to read the ver- 

dict, Black clenched the table tightly with 

one hand and leaned forward in his chair in 
his anxiety. As the words “ Guilty as to 

Black” fell from the lips of euch jury- 

man he sank further and further 

back ih his _ bi chair, his eyes 
tilled with tears, the blood rushed to his face 
so that it assumed a purplish hue, and as the 
last juryinan took his seal he gasped two or 
three times aloud for breath and calied upon 
a tip-staif for a giass of water. Mr. White 
inoved fura suspension Of judg@mentin the 
case and for a new trial, and in support of 
the motion Black was brought forwarl to 
make some statements. He spoke in tones 
that were almost inaudible. He said that 
he had many things preying upon his mind, 
and that he was almost broken down, 
His wife was on the point of continement, 
and his home had been sold to satisfy the 
claims of the Government, The court set 
next Friday as the day tor the argument on 
the motion for a new trial. Mr. Sheppard 
then asked the courtif the other prisoners 
were discharged and free from bail. Judge 
Butler replied that they were. He said: “I 
have no doubt that the other four defendants 
have seein before this tine that they mate 
very grave mistakes in their actions. The 
jury has taken their own statements, but they 
must certainly see by this time, and all others 
must see, that all persons Who made affi- 

davits in the way they did are making a 

frightful mistake, and are doing a wrong to 

the public as well as to themselves,”

IS HE AN IMPOSTER? 


A Sincular Life-Insurance Case—A Case 
of Mistaken Identity, or a Gross At- 
tempt to Beata Widow Out of the In- 
surance on Her Husband's Life, 

Sr. Lovuts, Sept. 20.—A Somewhat singular 
life-insurance case, which may develop the 
practice of gross imposition or provea re- 
markable case of mistaken identity, has 
been in progress in the United States Court 
here for séverul days past, and reached its 
clinax today. The case is Mrs. Walburga 
Wackerle, widow of William Wackerle, 
against the Mutual Life-lisurance Com- 
pany of New York, for 84,000, on a policy 
taken out by her husband some years agu. 
Wacekerle formerly lived in Minnesota asa 
farmer, and served in the War, after which 
hesold his farm and lived in Milwaukee. 
where the insurance policies on his life were 
taken out, From Milwaukee he went to 
California, where he was joined by his wife, 
and in i870-they went to Quincy, Lk Two 
years later Wackerie went to Texas. ana on 
Christmas-Day, 1872, he was feported to liave 
been run over by a railroad train atid killed. 
The widow went Soutif, where she gathered 
proofs of her husband’s death, and had the 
boy exhumed and identified as that of 
William Wackerlie. The Ntna Lifeinsur- 
ance Company, which had issued one of the 
policies, Was not satisfied of Wackerle’s 
death, and refused payinent. ‘The 
widow brought sult and obtained 
judgment, but the case was appealed, and the 
Supreme Court of Louisiana reversed the 
decision of the lower court. Meanwhile 
Joseph Wimmin, a lawyer of Minnesota, 
went to California, and soon after offered to 
produce Wackerie alive. Mrs. Wackerile per- 
sistentiy denied that this man was her lus- 
band, and brought suit against the Mutual 
Lite Company in the United States Court 
here. A large amount of testimeny, both 
oral and in the form of depositions, has been 
offered on both sides, whieh is about equally 
divided as tw the identity of the man. Sev- 
tral Wiinesses who knew Wackerle in 

innesoia and elsewhere have testi- 
fied positively that the man pro-

FREDERICK HECKER, 


Unvelling in St. Louis of a Beautiful 
Monument to the Memory of the Mero 
ot Two Hemis«pheres. 

Sr. Lours, Oct. 1.—An event of much inter- 
est to the Germans of this city and through- 
out the country took place at Benton Park 
this aMernoon in the unveiling of a beautiful 
monument erected to the memory of Freder- 
ick Hecker, the German patriot and Union 
soldier. A procession formed between 2 and 
3 o’clock and marched from Central Turner 
Hall, Tenth and Market streets, to theepark. 
This was divided into five sections, each 
headed by a band and separate Marshals and 
aids, and was composed of all the 


| Turnverein and singing societies of the 


city, the St. Louis Sharpshooters, Turners 
from East St. Louis and Belleville, LL, and 
who 
served under Hecker during the War, sev- 
eral comrades who were with him in the 
German revolution of 1848, members of 
Hecker’s family, and frienas and noted in- 
dividuals iu carriages. Among the latter 
were ex-Gov. Koerner and Gen. Kueffner, 
candiaate for Congress in the Eighteenth 
lilinois District, the President of the North 
American Turnerbund, and a delegation 
from Chicago. The procession attracted a 
good deal of attention, and the streets 
along the line of march were crowded 
with people. There was also & 
great crowd at the park, fully 5,000 
people being present. All took a deep inter- 
est In the proceedings. The exercises there 
consisted of a brief address by Emil Preeto- 
rius, editor of the Westliche Post, an ora- 
tion in German by Dr. Carl Luedeking, al- 
other in English by Judge Reaste E. Rom- 
pauer, and songs and instrumental music. 
The monument was unveiled by Miss Stella 
Hecker, granddaughter of the dead hero. The 
shaft is thirty-two fect high, obelisk in shape, 
of unpolished granite. The intermediate 
piece has on the obverse a purtrait of Hecker 
in bas relief;jon the reliefanoak wreath; on 
the east side, ** Europe, 1848” ; and on the west 
side, ** America, 1861.”" The base has a laurel 
wreath and moldings, and is partly pvol- 
ished. The whole has a fine appearance, and 
was erected by subscriptions from friends 
here andin different parts of the country. 
Col. Heeker wag well known in Europe as 
an active participant in the political troubles 
in Germany in 1548, for which he was obliged 
to flee the country. In this count @ was 
koown as an ardent Union soldier, an active 
Republican politician, a strong writer on 
philosophical and scientitic subjects, and was 
universally beloved by his countrymen for 
his broad and liberal views and generous 
traits of clraracter.

ST. PAUL, MINN. 


Remarkable Increase in the Business of 
That City. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Pau, Sept. 30.—The Ptoncer-Press 
prints an article on the fall jobbing trade of 
St. Paul, which makes a somewhat remark- 
able showing. Its figures are careful esti- 
mates wade by leading traders in the differ- 
ent branches. Last year the percentage of 
increase in the trade and manufactures of St. 
Paul was at the rate of B@S%. This sea- 
son already shows a range of 2550 per cent 
over that of 1581, running through all lines.

Further Particulars of Saturday Nicht’s 
Affair at Granada, Colo.—The Robbery 
of the Passengers Prevented by the 
Bravery of Three Sheriffs,

Drenxven, Colo., Oct. 1.—The train-robbery 
at Granada, on the Santa Fé Road, Saturday 
night, has created great excitement here. 

‘The news was not received until 2 o’clock in 

the morning. The particulars contained 

in the dispatch are as follows: The 

Santa Fé train was side-tracked at Granada, 

just this side of the station, and, after 

running down a short distance to allow No. 

2 to pass going east, run back to allow 

the brakeman to get on. Here it wasthat the 

robbers boarded the train. Two masked 
men mounted the engine and told En- 
gineer Bishop to pull out, shoving 
two revoivers at his head, He refused, 
and they told him to go ahead or die. He 
opened the throttie and pulled out about a 
nile and a half beyonu Granada, where they 
ordered im to stop. He did so. Here tif- 
teen men with revolvers ran along either side 
of the train, while the two made the 
engineer hold the train. Conductor Dees 
ran forward to see what was the trouble. 

‘The robbers fired, and he ran back to the 

sihnoking-car. A Sheriff and deputy from 

Raton and another from Las Vegas were on 

the car. He asked for protection for the 

passengers. They pulled their revolvers, 
and the twomen who boarded the.train at 

Granada left the smoker by the rear door and 

joined the robbers. They no dotbt intended 

to rob passengers, but when they 
saw the Sheriffs pull their  revviv- 
evs they weakened. The ftorward ex- 
press-car was entered and - robbed of 
$5,500. They did not get into the rear car, 
Which was locked and bolted. When they 
had secured all they wanted they ran to their 
horses, which were hitched near by, and told 
the engineer to pull out. A safe in 
the rear car contained about $10,000, 
but it was not molested. They did not 
knew it was there. There was no offer of 
resistance to the Sheritfs. A pusse of citizens 
from Granada have gone after the robbers.

THE MORMONS, 


The Work of the United States Come 
mission—-Ten Thousand Polygamists 
Distranchised. 

Special ldispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 1.—The Hon. Alex- 
ander Ramsey, Chairman of the United 
States commission appointed under the pro 
visions of the Edmunds bill to carry out the 
new law in Utah, arrived home on a short 
vacation from his labors yesterday, and was 
interviewed in regard to the progress of the 
task of making polygamy odious. “1 left 
Salt Lake Tuesday,’’ said Gov. Ramsey, 
* for a short rest and visit home, the commis- 
sion having completed the registration of the 
voters for the Territory of Uth. Thirty-five 
thousand persons, men and women—the 
women vote there, you know—weré 
registered, and 10,000 polygamists of 
both sexes were disfranchised. The census 
of 1880 showed that there were 144,000 people 
in the Territory, and it is estimated that 
there are now about 160,000, of whom 120,000 
are Mormons and the balance of 40,000 anti- 
Mormon. Of this population, which registers 
35,000 voters, the Mormons claim that not to 
exceed from 5,009 to 7,000 are non-Mormons, 
while the Gentif®s assert that their vot- 
ing strength is from 7,000 to 10,000. Aft 
a very early day after the arrival of the 
commission leading polygamists came to us 
and said they desired to assure us they would 
make no attempt to be registered, nor would 
they make any attempt to vote, and would do 
all in their power to assist us. In a general 
way I think they kept their word. - Ln fact, 
the Mormons conducted ghemselves fairly, 
as far as we could learn. We have, besides 
completing the registration, appointed a 
County Register in each Of the twenty-four 
counties of Utah and selected a Register for 
each voting precinct, so that there are about 
29” of them. We now have to appoint three 
judges in each election precinct, making 
about 600 judges. With regard to these ap- 
pointmenis, there has been a good deal of 
nonsense in the papersabout the commission 
favoring the Mormons, while the fact is that 
there are whole counties where none but 
Mormons reside, and, as the law is intended 
to make polygamy odious and does not dis- 
franchise a non-polygamist Mormon, we 
eouid not do vtherwise than do just what 
the law does—recognize that class. So 

as the elections are concerned,

Mormon vote, which is at least twoand a 

half to one Gentile, will elect the Delegate to 

Congress, and the polygamists, knowing that 

their man and officers generally will be 

chosen, can well afford to acquiesce im their 
own disfranchisement.

THE RAILROADS. 


The Cost of Paraliciing a Trunk Line. 

The Philadelphia Press has the following 
regarding the cost of the * Nickel-Plate”’ and 
its prospects: 


A favorit argument with the anti-monopolist 
is to point to any one of the great trunk lines or 
railroad and tell at how much less cost such a 
road could be paralieled, and spring with a 
single leap over a mass of sharp- pointed facts tuo 
the bold assertion that the people of this country 
are being taxed to pay interest and dividends 
upon 60 many bonds and so much watered 
stocks. They lose sight of the fact that a rail- 
road is @ private enterprise—an undertaking of 
such magnitude that it becomes of public im- 

rtance and is granted special rights in return 
or whieh the peopie are quick to curb its prot- 
its. Aman may double his capital in a year if 
he puts it into real estate or into manufactures, 
but the Legislatures and the courts are quick to 
find some means of preventing the possibility of 
nuy such return to the raliroad stockhoider. 
Nevertheless, few tears are wasted over the 
misfortunes of acorporation or tne losses of 
their stockholders. What they do not receive 
the public does not have to pay, and. while many 
people sought relief from a too heavy burden of 
reai estate, bistory fails to mention any case of 
round shoulders caused by carrying too much 
railroad stock. 

For tbis reason the general public are likely to 
look wita a very charitable and kindly feeling 
upon the New York, Chicago & St. Louis, which 
has spruug up in a night, as it were, close under 
the shadow of the Lake Shore. and runs almost 
aiongside of it all the way to Chicago. It is cer- 
tain thatitwill prevent any advance in rates, 
and may possibly lower them. But so far as its 
claim to public patronage is concerned, there is 
no reason why Mr. Seney's watered stuck should 
be made valuable to the injury of Mr. Vander- 
biit's watered stuck. We all know that the stock 
and debt of Lake Snore doves not represent an 
actual expenditure of a third of its capitaliza- 
tion, but tme new line goes eventurther. The 
ae of this new enterprise received $5),- 

iu seourities for every $13,333 paid in cash, 
and y bave aiready got a quotauon on the 
New York Stock Exchange for its stock and 
bonds, which gives them an apparent profit of 
40 per cent upon their investment before the 
road bas earned a penny by carrying a pas- 
senger or a pound of freight. 

This enormous capitalization, the manner of 
the construction of the road, its apparent in- 
difference to the important question of terminal 
facilities at Chicago, and its baste to have its 
stock listed on the exchauge give color io the 
report which bas, bowever, been indignantiy 
denied, that the road was built toseil. The 
reputation of its managers is rot that of etrikers 
or gambiers on the Stock Exchange. They 
are largely interested in other roads which 
may be managed so as w bring some 
traffic to the new road, but not of any consid- 
erable amount. The greater portion of their 
business will ve competitive, and even under the 
pool rates there is bardiy a road in the coun ¢/ 
that can meet its charges without a proportiun 
of ivcal trattic far exceeding the through busi- 
ness which pays little more than cost and often 
not as much. 

The opening of the new road will be watched 
with the keenest interest by all interested in 
railroad property. The pooled lines may possi- 
biy rescue the company from the uncomfortable 
borns of its dilema; indeed, it is reported that 
they bave already offered to concede to it 8 per 
cent of the east-vound tratiic from Chicago. 
The Nickei-Piate had better accept. If it re- 
fuses the pittunce it must choose between the 
crumbs which drop from the table, and go 
bungry, or the dainties which it can steal, and 
have either a feast or a fast. If it accepts, it 
will bave to demonstrate its ability to take care 
of what is granted to it, so that in .«ny event it 
must for sowe time to come remain an unknown 
factor in a most important railroad problem.

The Nine-Gam-» Controversy. 

Mr. A. G. Spalding, President of the Chi- 
cago Ball Club, was yesterday interviewed 
by a TRIBUNE reporter as to the truth of the 
statement, given in a Providence dispatch in 
Sunday’s Trisune, to the effect that the Cni- 
cago management had notified Mr. Winship, 
President of the Providence Club, that he 
was at liberty to advertise the nine extra 
games as championship games. The reporter 
found President Spalding at his cozy home 
on Vincennes avenue, a pile of newspapers 
and dotuments before him and an expression 
of deép disgust marking his usually placid 
features. : Being asked if it was the fact, as 
stated in the dispatches in the morning pa- 
pers, that the Chicago Club had agreed to 
play the Providence Club nine games for the 
league championship, and had agreed on the 
dates for such games, President Spalding 
replied: 

“L[Lhave thus far deemed it due to the 
Providence Club to abstain from making any 
statement concerning differences that 
have recently been the subject of 
newspaper comment, and in adhering, 
to this course have allowed much misrepre- 
sentation that has appeared in newspaper 
dispatehes from the East to go unanswered, 
Of course, if I bad believed that President 
Winship had authorized such statements I 
would have nailed them promptly, but I did 
notand do not believe this. I know how 
easy it is for some hot-headed partisan to 
make public statements, apparently by au- 
thority, that would involve clubsin endless 
controversy ifacted upon as official. Ido 
not believe that President Winship is guilty 
of the contemptible act of so garbling a dis- 
patch | senthim yesterday as to make it ap- 
pear that 1 recognize the nine October

What President Spalding did say in his 
dispatch on this subject was: 

“If you approve we will advertise those 
played here as games which Providence 
claims are for the championship. Write 
fully such @ program as you prefer, and let 
us getthis thing fixed.” _ 

President Spalding proceeded to say: 
“The Chicago Club has never refused to 
play nine extra games with the Providence 
Club, but will not pretend that they are 
games for the championship, which is al- 
ready detinitiy settled in accordance with the 
league constitution and rules,’’ ' 

President Spalding admits that after the 
8 mary of the special league meeting 
held in Philadelphia Sept. 22, a conference 
was heldin Mr. Winship’s room, at which 
the delegates of the Chicago, Boston, Provi- 
dence, Buffalo, Cleveland, and  De- 
troit Clubs agreed, “in view of 
the declaration of the Worcester 
Club that they would not play out their cham- 
poeere series,”’ that the Chicago and Prov- 
dencé clubs should play nine games to de 
termine the championship, and Boston and 
Buffalo should play tive games to determine 
the question of third place. The contingency 
on which this agreement was based did not 
arise, as both Worcester and Troy played out 
their series. President Spalding returned to 
Chicago on Tuesday, Sept. 26, and tele- 
graphed during the morning of that day to 
the Providence, Boston, and Buffalo Clubs 
that as the contingency on which the agree- 
ment was based had not happened, and the 
agreement itself was found to be in conflict 
with league rules, it should be declared off, 
and the championship settled in the regular 


way. 

At the time this dispatch was sent Chicaco 
and Providence were still a tie for the 
championship, as they were when the league 
meeting convened in Philadelphia, Sept. 22. 

The Providence Club, however, replied 
that the Secretary of the league had the 
record of how it had been agreed that the 
championship of 1882 should be decided. 

The next day the following dispatch was 
received from Secretary Young: 

“WASHINGTON, D. Sept. 27.—The 
President directs that games for champion- 
ship must be counted in the regular way, as 
Troy ‘and Worcester are playing out their 
schedule games. Notice as above sent to 
all. Proceedings of informal meeting relat- 
ing to championship declared void. 

“N. E. Youna. Secretary.” 

At Midnight of the same day President 
Spalding received a long dispatch from Pres- 
inent inship, of the Providence Club, to 
the effect that his club insisted on the per- 
formance of the special contract, notwith- 
standing the President’s rulings. To this 
Mr. Spalding replied that, as everybody 
knows, the championship can only be 
awarded by the league board at the annual 
meeting, and whatever their award the Chi- 
cago Club would abide by it. 

From the beginning of the controversy the 
Chicago Ciub has expressed its willingness 
to play a series of nine games to settle the 
question of superiority of the two clubs to 
the satisfaction of the partisans of both, and 
these could properly be presented under 
some attractive titie, the difference being 
that the Providence Club maintains that they 
will count as championship games, while 
:Chiearo, of course, holds that they must be 
exhibition games only. Mr. Spalding says 
that so far as he is personally concerned he 
would be quite willing to set aside the 
championship record as already made up, 
and play the Providence nine or any other 
number of gaines for the championship; that 
his eclud has already beaten Providence eight 
out of twelve games in the reguiar cham- 
pionship series, and he has no doubt of their 
ability to repeat the dose; but that he is sat- 
isfied that he and the other parties to the 
Philadelphia agreement made a mistake and 
exceefied their authority in undertaking to 
settle the question of championship by any 
such method: and, while he has no doubt 
that in view of the lively controversy 
over these games they will be hotly contested 
and bé@ fine exhibitions of playing skill, yet he 
does not believe, however they may result, 
that any league board will recognize them as 
championship games. 

He aiso says it is not true, as stated in the 
dispatches from Providence, that dates have 
been agreed upon for these nine games, but 
that he received, ata late hour last night, a 
suggestion asto the dates of playing these 
games, which he expects to substantially 
agree to. 

‘The interview closed with the following ex- 
plicit statement by President Spalding: “I 
have not receded, and shall notin the slight- 
est particular recede, frum the position I as- 
sumed when it became evident that the Wor- 
cester Clab would complete its schedule. | 
then thaintained that the Philadelphia agree- 
ment was void, because the contingency gov- 
erning and giving rise to that agreement had 
not eame to pass, and, furthermore, because 
the agreement, which was at no time reguiar 
or constitutional, became still more objection- 
able when the cause leading to it—viz.: the 
prospect of a default by Worcester of its 
remaining games—no longer existed. I re- 
gard tne league “championship question as 
settled, and have no doubt the league at its 
annual meeting will concur in this view.”

JOHN C. DORE. 
His Record—What Candidate Can Show 
Better ? 


During the present week the Hepublicans of 
the First Congressional District of the State 
and the most important of the four dis- 
tricts of Chicago will meet in convention to 
nominate a candidate for Congress to represent 
the district which bas been represented for 
three terms by the Hon. William Aldricn. 
Among other gentlemen who will be voted for 
at this convention is Mr. Joun C. Dore, long and 
well known to the majority of our citizens, but 
in an ever-increasing city like Chicago there 
may be those who are not familiar with the rec- 


ord be has made asa public and business man. 
A brief statement may not be out of time under 
the circumstances. 

John C. Dore isa native of New Hampsbire, 
grementes at Durtmouth College in 1847, became 

’rincipal of the Boyiston School in the City of 
Boston soon after. His reputation as a teacher 
in Boston induced the Board of Educa- 
non of this city to elect him in 1864 Superin- 
tendent of the Public Schools. After two years’ 
service be resigned, became amember of the 
Board of Educadion, and was at one time its 
President. In nition of Mr. Dore's services 
in the cause of ueation one of tne public 
school buildings now bears bis name. 

Upon his resignation of the Superiatendency 
of Schools Mr. Dore became a member of the 
Board of Trade of Chicago, of which at later 
dates he became successively a Vice-President 
and President. 

in 1868 Mr. Dore was nominated and elected 
State Senator, his district inciuding the South 
and North Divisions of the city and several of 
the outly:ag towns, and as a legisiator sh owed 
that activity and energy which has marked his 
career in public stations. At that time the crea- 
tion of pubiie enene in and near Chicago was 
much canva ,and Mr. Dore, while favoring 
generuily the creation of parks, losisted and 
successfully obtained the provision in the 
law compelling the submission of all 
park iegisiation to the approval of 
the people to be in any way taxed the parks. 
He also vigorously opposed, but ineffect 
the legislation of 1560 known as the Lake-! 
bill, by which the State made a donation of the 
outer harbor to the Lilinois Central Ra:road 
Company. That iegisiation, with all its conse- 
quences, has since become histori¢al; but tne 
time to have resisted it was when Mr. Dore op- 
posed it, and when he and the Governor's 
veto were both overwhelmed. ' 

Mr. Dore was Chairman of the Committee of. 
the State Senate on Internal Improvements, and 


for the improvement of the navigution of 
the lLilinois River by the cvuastrucuon of 
the lock and dam at Henry. The appro- 
priation at that time was $425,000, and was the 
first in the series whic® bas resuited in the con- 
struction of two locks and dams and nearly of 
the third, and which leaves but so comparatively 
little more to be dove to 

MAKE THE ILLINOIS RIVER NAVIGABLE 
at ali seasons to its mouth. The action on that 
bill at chat time was accomplished in the face of 
the most relentiess opposition in the Legisiat- 
ure, and its success then was the removal of an 
opposition which bad for years defeated every 
proposition to enlist the State in aid of a work 
in which Chicago was sv deeply interested, and 
which pow, by the aid of smail contributions 
from Congress, will become one of the nobiest 
and most usefui public improvements in this or 
any other couatry. 

During bis legislative service Mr. Dore was 
successful in inducing the ure to 
the series of Humane laws of the State which 
now meet the hearty approval of ail ciasses of 
citizens for the protection and redress they 
afurd to the abused sand cruelly-treated 
children and animais. In the same general 
direction he was an active agent in ow u 
*bome’’ for the newsboys-and bovtbiacks. ‘ 
loton which the bome is built stands io his 
name. 

Mr. Dore was a large stockholder in the Com- 
mercial Insurance Company at the time of the 
great tire, which burmed up the assets of the 
insurance companies as well as of individuals. 
At that time, only sixty-five (65) er cent of 
capitai stock of the Vommercial had been paid 
by tne stockholders in cash. Mr. Dore was one 
of the few stockholders who paid the balance 
due on bis stock notes, amountimg to seven 
thousand seven hundred and fifty-four dollars 
($7,754), witnout waiting to be su 

He was also, at the time of the great fire, tn 
1871, a stock boider ia the State Savings lastitu- 
tion, and sold out his entire stock and interest in 
that bank Oct. 11, 1873, leaving the Institution io a 
far different condidon than that to which it was 
reduced four years later, in August, ISTT, when 
it failed, as is shown by the testimony of Judge

bundred and fifty-six thousand seven bundred

THE sermon season has reopened in fall 
blast, as will be seen in our columns this 
morning.

Ir has long been held thatin matters per- 
taining to the identification and enumeration 
of the children in a family the wife is the 
standard authority and the husband’s views 
of comparatively small consequence, “ It’s 
a wise tather,” etc. But the difficulties or- 
divarily surrounding the situation were vast- 
ly multiplied in a case on trial in a St. Louis 
courtin which aman calling himself Will- 
iam Wackerle swore that he was the hus- 
band of Mrs. William Wackerle, and his tes- 
timony was corroborated by his brothers and 
other witnesses.

“went all to pieces,” showing far ess 
kuowledzge of the subject than even the 
wurst-informed husband and father might 
be expected to possess, and creating the iin- 
pression that he was a pretender and an im- 
postor.

THe question of the right of an American 
citizen residing temporarily abroad to openly 
express sentiments inimical to the govern- 
ment of the country in which he may be so- 
journing, is likely to come up again in con- 
nection with the arrest and sentence to four 
years’ imprisonment of Dr, William Egny, 
who was convicted of treasonable ut- 
terances against Emperor William. Dr. 
Egny, who has for four years past lived in 
Obverkerchen, Germany, but with the inten- 
tion of ultimately resuming his residence and 
citizenship in America, took an active part 
in German politics against the Governinent, 
and presumed upon his fancied immunity 
from punishment so far as to denounce the 
German Emperor and his policyin numer- 
ous public speeches, with the result al- 
ready stated. Now his case is to be laid 
before the State Department at Washing- 
ton, with a view to securing the interposition 
of the United States Government for his re- 
lease. If the German Emperor could be as- 
sured of the prompt and permanent depart- 
ure of Dr. Egny from a country whose sys- 
tem of Government he is so fond of abusing, 
and whose laws and regulations he has so 
openly defied, Kaiser Wilhelm would doubt- 
less be very glad to be rid of a troublesome 
¢eustomer on these terms. 


“THE BLOODY SHIRT.” 

It eannot be charged against the Republic- 
ans that they have raised the “ bloody shirt”’ 
this year as acampaign banner. All ques- 
tions relating to Southern politics have been 
ignored or left to the Southern people to set- 
tle for themselves. The Republicans of the 
Eastern States have had their hands full in 
the effort to adjust factional dissensions. 
The Republicans in the Western States have 
been sufficiently embarrassed by the various 
phases of the liquor question, which has been 
introduced asa disturbing element. ‘There 
was some pretense in Mr. Hubbell’s circuiar 
that the assessments levied by the Congres- 
sional Committee would be used mainly to 
galvanize the Republican party of the South 

into new life, but there have been no eyi- 
dences that the money has been employed 
for that purpose. The fight against 

the Bourbons in the South has been 

abandoned to the Greenbackers, the 
Readjusters, and other independent move- 
ments organized partly to gain protection for 
Republican voters under some new name and 
partly to enable disgusted Democrats to join 
in anti-Bourbon demonstrations. ‘There has 
been no effort made in any part of the coun- 
ty to rally voters for the Republican party on 
the ground of the intolerance, fraud, and 
violence of the Southern Democrats. Yet 
there has been no lack of Southern outrage, 
which cannot, under the circumstances, be 
charged to Repubiicaninvention. It became 
notorivus that in certain parts of Arkansas, 
at the late election in that State, notably in 
and about Helena, the old bulldozing meth- 
ods were revived. The polling-places were 
seized, the negro voters driven off, and the 
ballot-boxes turned over to the Bourbon 
mnanagers. In Alabama notlong since the old 
story of athreatened massacre by the blacks 
was set in circulation as preliminary to the 
hanging of a hegro who had made himself 
politically obnoxious to the Bourbons, and in 
order to terrify the blacks into silence and 
inactivity. And no#® comes trustworthy ad- 
vices from South Carolina to the effect that 
the Red Shirts are again on the warpath, and 
that Greenback and Independent meetings 
will not ‘be tolerated any more than Repub- 
lican meetings were formerly. A few days 
ago a Greenback meeting at Winnsboro was; 
broken up, and Mr. McLane, the Greenback 
candidate for Governor, who is described as 
“an inoffensive and respectable gentleman,” 
barely escaped with his lite after) being 


shamefully maltreated. Within a week a 
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more bloddy affair occurred at Lancas 
ter, where Col. Cash, a former Confederate, 
a duelist, and a typical Southron, was 
holding a meeting as an Independent candi- 
date for Congress to protest against the bad 
faith the Bourbons had displayed in their 
dealings with the negroes. Cash was not at- 
tacked personally, as.that might have been 
dangerous to some of the Red Shirts; but 
when he and his immediate friends had quit 
the ground there was an onslaught upon the 
negroes. The blacks withdrew, a8 they al- 
ways do in such cases, and went off to a dis- 
tant part of the town, where they remained 
several hours in the hope that the bulldozers 
would disperse and permit them to return to 
their homesin peace. But the Red Shirts 
were not willing to forego so excellent an 
opportunity for “ killing negroes”’’; so they 
layin wait, renewed the attack, shot six 
negroes dead and wounded eighteen others, 
most of whom are expected todie, Nota 
single white man was hurt. This account 
reads very much like those which came 
North every day or two a few years 
ago when the Southern Bourbons sought 
to justify themselves by the plea that they 
were engaged in throwing off * carpet-bag 
rule.” In some respects the recent bull- 
dozing is the most outrageous ever perpe- 
trated. “Home rule” is now thoroughly 
established all over the South. ‘The opposi- 
tion to the Bourbons is led in the main by 
Southern Democrats and ex-Confederates 
who have tired of the dictation and injustice 
of the men in power, But it is evidently the 
purpose of the ruling party in South Carolina 
and other Southern States not to tolerate the 
negro in politics, no matter who his sponsors 
may be. One of the most discouraging 
features of the recent South Carolina out- 
rages is that the Charleston News and Cour- 
icr, which formerly affected to condemn the 
Red-Shirt system, is said to have actually 
applauded the Winnsboro bulldozers and 
thereby promoted the Lancaster massacre. 
If the * bloody shirt” shall become a factor 
in the pending Congressional campaign, it 
will be because the Soutthern bulldozers 
force it upon the North by outrages which no 
civilized people could afford to ignore. 


MR. FOLGER’S POSITION. 

Mr. Folger’s position is substantially this: 
He will not decline the nomination for Gov- 
ernor, nor resign the oflice of Secretary of 
the Treasury pending the election. He 
stands as the representative of the Adminis- 
tration. The frauds and forgeries which led 
to his nomination were committed by agents 
of the Stalwart faction and in behalf of the 
Administration, and, though he may con- 
demn them, he is not at liberty to say that he 
will not avail himself of them. If he were 
to decline he would be kicked out of his 
Washington office as unfaithful to the inter- 
ests of the Administration. If he makes the 
fight and sacrifices himself to the Adminis- 
tration cause by defeat he will have a claim 
upon Arthur, which the latter will be bound 
to recognize by retaining him where 
he is. in other words, Mr. Folger assutnes, 
and apparently with reason, that it is not his 
fight, but the Administration’s. This is the 
way the people look at it, as well as Mr. Fol- 
ger. The latter may not stand as well in 
popular estimation after suffering defeat as 
the result of an unwarranted interference by 
the National Administration in the affairs of 
New York State and in consequence of the 
frauds employed in such interference, but 
the impending disaster will fall with greater 
weight upon the Administration backing him 
than it will upon him personally or upon the 
Republican party. In fact, his defeat under 
these conditions will react eventually in fa- 
vor of the Republican party by ridding 
it of the dictation of factional leaders 
and the control of the machine. ‘That 
is the only eonsolation to be drawn 
from the situation in New York and 
Pennsylvania, where the interference of the 
Administration and its machine elements 
differs only in externals. The fight in both 
States is materially on the same grounds, 
and the resultin both States threatens to be 
the samée—viz.: the election of the Demo- 
cratic tickets. It is just as difficult to justify 
Mr. Folger’s candidacy in New York, with 
Arthur and Conkling backing him, as it is 
Gen. Beaver’s candidacy in Pennsylvania, 
with Arthur and Cameron backing him, since 
the nomination of both men was procured in 
defiance of popular sentiment, which in 
Pennsylvania had no opportunity for ex- 
pression, and in New York was overcome by 
fraudulent devices. Mr. Folger, like Gen. 
Beaver, is merely a figurehead, but the 
former has an advantage over the latter in the 
possession ofa high place in the Adminis- 
tration which he does not propose to sur- 
render. This personal advantage, however, 
will only help to abate popular confidence in 
Mr. Folger and increase the majority against 
him. 

Discussing the subject of Federal dictation 
in the local politics of New York, the Herald 
observes; 


We have some reason to believe that original- 
ly bis determination was not to interfere wth 
the willof the pevupie either in this or in any 
other State. Unfortunately, under the pressure 
of bad and designing advisers, he abandoned 
this wise and just aor bs and forced his own 
candidate upon an unwilling convention. 

We bave not a doubt that before Mr. Artbur’s 
term expires he wili see cause to bitterly regret 
this miserable mistake of his. His interest as 
well as hie plain duty required him, as the 
Herald urged him, to hold his bands from the 
slightest interference witt the wili of the people, 
or of bis party. in selecting candidates for the 
State ticket. is great position as President of 
the Union places bim far above ana outside of 
the narrower field of partisan State politics. He 
had no responsibility to discharge in the matter. 
He had no right to iuterpose his intiuence, or 
wishes even: much ieas was be justified in using 
his great patronage to secure against the plain 
wisbes of the Republican voters the nomination 
of bis personal favorit. 

Mr. Arthur cannot help seeing already that be 
committed a serious blunder. His friends and 
agents were so impressed with his will that they 
did vot stop sbort of forgery and of fraud of 
the basest and most outrageous character to 
achieve bis wishes. The revelations made since 
the convention preve conclusively not only that 
Mr. Arthur's intimates and agénts gained con- 
trol of it by means of unblushing and scandal- 
ous frauds, but that, as everybody now sees. if 
Mr. Arthur bad not interposed his will and pat- 
ronage, and if his agents bad not in the most 
unscrupulous way overridden the will of the 
delegates, Cornell or Wadsworth would have 
been nominated.

THE POWERS AND EGYPT. 

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
London Times has contributed to that paper 
avery important and extremely interesting 
letter upon the attitudes of the European 
Powers towards the Egyptian question, writ- 
ten with so much confidence and boldness of 
statement as to suggest that it may have 
been sanctioned by Lord Dufferin himself, 
The gist of the letter is to the effect that a 
coalition of the Powers as against England 
has never existed, and is not likely to exist, 
so ldng asshe conducts Egyptian affairs in a 
spirit of moderation and eonciliation. There 
was at one fime, when the Anglo-French 
note was presented to the Khedive, and Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy, and Russia presented a 
counter note to the Porte to the effect that 
any modification of the status quo would re- 
quire the assent of all the great Powers, 
some apprehension of a coalition, but this 
was only aimed at the policy of M. Gambetta, 
who wished by means of an Anglo-French 
alliance to regulate Egyptian affairs without 
any regard to Eurove, His policy was nat- 
urally distasteful to the Powers, because they 
consider that they have interests in Egypt. 
This correspondent says:

As soon, however, as M. Gambetta fell, all 
danger of a hostile coalition disappeared 
with him, and largely through the action of 
Prince Bismarek, who had decided, for 
reasons of his own, to support M. de Frey; 
cinet, and deprecated therefore any joint 
opposition, as was shown shortly afterwards 
by his declaration to the Porte that in 
Egyptian affairs he should first consult 
France and England. When France with». 
drew and England took the lead in thé 
Egyptian question, the danger of a coalition 
was still further diminished. After the 
bombardment of Alexandria it was feared 
in some quarters that a coalition might be 
tormed, but on this point the correspondent 
writes: 


The efforts made in this direction by the Porte, 
though favorably received in St. Petersburg, 
met with decided opposition in Berlin and Vien- 
pa. Prince Bismarck and Count Kalooky uno- 
derstood that the English Cabinet would not 
easily be deterred from vindicating their ua- 
tional honor and that diplomatic encourage- 
ment to the Porte might resuit ina contlict 
between Enogitand and Turkey. ‘They perceived 
that such a contiict would vecessarily produced 
European complications, and would certuinly be 
a berious blow to their couservative policy in 
the East. For the success of this policy 
they require rather an Angio-Turkish al- 
liance, and consequently they bave done 
all in their power to bring about the 
conclusion of the =military convention. 
Italy has, of course, foilowed the iead of 
Prince Bismarck. Russia, on the contrary, 
whose Eastern policy ia not at all conservative, 
aud to whom the pruepect of an Angio-Turkish 
alliance is not at all welcome, has endeavored to 
maintain the antagonism vetweeon England and 
Turkey and to form a concert reatreint for the 
purpose of controlling and opposing the action 
of England, but M, Nelidot?’s efforts in this 
direction nave not been successful. The Sultan 
has come to understand that bis sovereignty in 
Egypt can be preserved oaly by acting with Ea- 
giand, and the Cabinets of Vienna, Berlin, and 
Rome have declined, for the reasons above 
stated, tu adopt M. Nelidolf’s suggestions. 


- It is evident from all this that no coalition 

exists in Europe against England so far as 
Egypt is concerned, and that she Is to be left 
alone in her solution of the question. All 
the more, however, is her responsibility in- 
creased now that the work of reform is in- 
trusted solely to her hands, and no Power is 
likely to interfere. Although no hint has 
yet been made by any member of the En- 
glish Cabinet as to the nature of the English 
policy, itis cheering to be assured that the 
Anglo-French Control has ceased to be and 
will not again appear to resume its infamous 
and brutal oppressions of the fellaheen.

It maintains: a school 
for training girisin housekeeping and serv- 
ing table, a kindergarten for children, and a 
loan fund. It has provided dissolute girls 
with honres, and last year secured homes for 
2:35 
poor children with a month’s board in the’ 
country during the summer. Italso has a 
very effective temperance organization, and 
all these various charities are located in one 
common centre. It seems to be a special 
feature of this remarkable woman’s work 
that the poor are not helped and then left 
alone. They are kept in view, and their con- 
duct and progress are noted, and frequent 
friendly visitations are made, so that they 
shall feel that some one has an interest in 
them; and in all her counsels and visits self- 
help is the one great condition which is stren- 
uously insisted upon. Yankee notons, 
especially those in Connecticut, are frequent- 
ly made the subject of jest and satire; but 
Mrs. Smith’s Yankee notion is one which 
ought to find favor all over the country—no- 
where more so than in Chicago—for its coin- 
mon-sense and practicality. It would be 
well for some of our charity managers to 
place themselves in correspondence with her 
and learn the details of her very successful 
methods of helping the poor by teaching 
them to help themselves.

AT CONSTANTINOPLE, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 1.—There is a live- 
ly correspondence between the Porte and 
the British Ambassador concerning laborers 
engaged in Turkey for service in conneetion 
with the British expedition to Egypt. These 
Jaborers are now returning from Port Said, 
and itis reported the Porte has threatened 
them with exile. Lord Dufferin was obliged 
to first deliver a note requesting that they 
be permitted to pass the Dardanelles... Sub- 
sequently he sent a note complaining that, 
although the steamer on which they em- 
barked had been permitted to pass the Dar- 
danelles, it was met on its arrival at Con- 
stantinople by a boat containing armed 
police,who prevented the laborers from land- 
ing. Atl0this morning they were still de 
tained on a Russian steamer which brought 
them from Egypt. The Captain of the port 
and some of the police authorities went on 
board the steamer to demand their surren- 
der, but the Captain and agents of the vessel 
refused to give themup. The British Em- 
bassy has demanded a guarantee for the safe- 
ty of the laborers. 

THE MATTER SETTLED. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 1.—Evening—Lord 
Dufferin dispatched a second note to the 
Porte, and a compromise was effected. The 
laborers have landed and been placed under 
guard until tomorrow, when they will be 
released after identification. Meanwhile 
they are comfortably lodged. Lord Duf- 
ferin had determined previous to the landing 
of the laborers that if he did not receive 
guarantees for their safety he should have 
them proceed to Odessa tomorrow on beard 
the same vessel on which they arrived here. 

AT ALEXANDRIA. 

ALEXANDRIA, Oct. 1.—Nearly all the Brit- 
ish troops have now left Ramieh. Alexan- 
dria is daily becoming more crowded, rents 
being greatly increased. 

AZT CAIRO, 

Carro, Oct. 1.—Arabi Pasha and Toalba 
Pasha watched the ravages of troops through 
the bars of the prison windows. 

The Khedive made a speech to the heads of 
departiwwents. 

He advised all to adhere strictly to the par- 
ticular business of office. 

During the military review the English 
Roya! Standard, the Union Jack, and the 
Egyptian flag few over the Khedive’s: can- 
opy.

COREA, 
RESULTS FAVORABLE TO JAPAN. 

Yorouama, Sept. 13.—Since the last ad- 
vices there have been considerabie changes 
in Corean affairs, the final results, however, 
being entirely favorable to Japan. The En- 
voy from Japan, Danalusa, reached Seoul, 
Capital of Corea, Aug. 16, and was received 
with ostensible courtesy. After some diffi- 
culty he obtained an audience with the King, 
who continues to rule nominally though at 
that time completely under the sway of his 
father, former Regent, now known as the 
Tai On Kun. At this audience, Aug. 2, the 
Japanese Envoy presented his Government's 
demand, and requested that Commissioners 
be appointed to discuss them, This was 
agreed to, but several days passed without 
any satisfactory demonstration on the part of 
the Coreans. Having at last exhausted 
argument and remonstranve, the Jap- 
anese Envoy left Seoul Aung. 25, 
and. in spite of tardy regrets from 
Corean officials and offers of intervention 
from the Chinese, returved on board his ship. 
He caused messages to be hastily dispatehed 
which were sufficiently apologetic and gon- 
ciliatory to bring the Envoy back to the Cap- 
ital, where, on Aug. 30, afull agreement was 
given to all of Japan’s demands. The ¢ orean 
Government pledged itself to the following 

CONDITIONS: 

First—To arrest insurgents within twenty 
days and inflict due punishment, Japanese 
delegates being present at the trial. 

Second—To properly bury murdered bodies 
and pay 50,000 yen to their families.

THE CHIEF REBEL. 

While this was going on the Chinese En- 
voy, Ma, who had remained inactive 
with his éscort until Aug. 2, sud- 
deuly called up the full body of 
his troops, some 3,000 or 4,000, to the Cap- 
ital. What degree of pressute he may have 
exercised is not yet known, but it is certain 
the chief rebel and assasin, the Tai On Kun, 
was taken on board a Chinese ship and car- 
ried to Tien Tsin. It is alleged that his de- 
parture was by no means voluntary, and 
some physical effort was required to get 
him ashore on arriving at his destination. 
Whatever the object of this proceeding, it 
must have been dictated by Li Hung Chong, 
Chinese Viceroy at Tien Tsin, who seems to 
have quite abandoned his demeanor of calm 
stolidity during these active Corean transac- 
tions. Itis Geclared by one Chinese party 
that the only purpose was to rescue the Tai 
On Kun from the dangers that threatened 
him, and by another that the intént was to 
still maintain the theory of sovereign con- 
trol over Corea’s rules which Li Hung Chong 
has been striving for throughout. 

PROFFERS OF AID TO JAPAN. 

During the recent prospect of trouble with 
Corea the Japanese Government received of- 
fers of military service from 20,000 volun- 
teers, and of money gifts to the value of 
200,000 yen. 

THE YANKEE’S BLUFF. 

SHANGHAL, Sept. 2.—United States Minis- 
ter Young arrived at Peking the widdle of 
August, and at once assumed the duties of 
his office. His first act of importance was to 
cause the ship-of-war Monocacy to proceed 
to Corea té watch events. This was intend- 
ed in a large degree as an expression of 
moral sympathy toward Japan, even if the 
Japanese did not prove to be in need of prac- 
tical support in their unexpected crisis. The 
Monocacy’s trip, it is understeod, had no 
connection with the existing relations of 
Corea, China, and the United States.

FIRE RECORD 


The Littie City of Maquoketa, Ia,, Se- 
verely Scorched, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

DAVENPORT, la., Oct. 1—A special from 
Maquoketa, Jackson County, fifty miles 
north of here, says: A fire was discovered in 
Ringless Bros.’ wholesale hardware store at 
12:30 this morning. The building is the 
largest in the city, being three stories high, 
and situated in a business block. Two 
stories were filled with stock, a portion of 
which was seasoned hardwood for carriage- 
making, and this made, when thoroughly 
ablaze, a terribly hot fire. The third story 
was used as @ Masonic hall. The city was 
without water or other appliances for 
fighting the flames, and, as the destruc- 
taon of the burning building was inevitable, 
the first object to be gained was the saving 
of adjoining property. Aid was telegraphed 
to Clinton, and the response came in the 
nick of time. The building described was 
soon burned, with nearly all its contents. 
‘The flames were next communicated to three 
small frames on the south. which were lev- 
eled. The flames continued to spread in that 
direction until they were stopped by Cannell 
& Craven’s brick shoe store. The frame 
buildings burned were occupied by Mrs. M. 
L. Ingalls, woe Northrop & Glasser, 
furniture; A. IL. Pitkins, harness. A shop on 
the north, a three-story brick, occupied by the 
post-office, was ignited and completely 
gutted, although the walls did notfall. At 
4:30 o’clock, three hours after the outbreak 
of the flames, the Clinton companies arrived. 
The losses are as follows: Kingless Bros., 
stock and building, insured, 546,000, which 
will probably cover the loss: Wooley’s Build- 
ing, worth $4,000, uninsured. The loss on 
the frames was nominal. The Masonic 
Lodge, Chapter, and Commandery lose their 
all. The iast named had an insurance of 
$10,000. The upper rooms of the post-vtlice 
building were vacant. ‘The origin of the fire 
is a matter of mere surmise. lt was a night 
of dread for the people of Moquoketa, nearly 
all of whom watched the fire until 6 o'clock, 
when it becamne apparent that it had spent 
its force,

Arrival of the Famous Oarsmen at Phil- 
adelphia—Their Tribulations Among 
the Philistines Across the Water. 

Spectai Dispatch to ihe Chicago Tribune 

ELPHIA, Oct. 1.—America’s cham- 
pion amateur oarsmen, the Hillsdales, who 
have kept the English aquatic world ina 
hubbub for three months past, landed in 
Philadelphia this afternoon by the American 
Line steamship Indiana. George RK. Crump, 
Harry K. Higham, and John Huneker, rep- 
restating the Schuylkill navy, wet the fa- 
mous four at the Christian street wharf and 
escorted them to the Colonnade Hotel, where 
they snatched a brief rest from a voyage un- 
usdaily rough in its first few days and trying 
even to the stalwart. athietes from 
Michigan. They were visited dur- 
ing the afternoon by a number of 
local oarsmen, ail anxious to hear the 
Hillsdale version of their tribulations among 
the Philistines. All the crew appeared in 
excelient health, and, notwithstanding their 
ill-guccess in the contest with the Thames 
Rowing Club, were not disposed to vent 
disappointment in detraction of their com- 
petitors. Questioned concerning the resolu- 
tion passed at Henley the day before the re- 
ga by representatives of the Amalga- 
mated Amateur Rowing Clubs advising all 
British crews not to compete with the Hills- 
dales on account of the vagueness of their 
standing, Capt. Terwilliger said: 

* This action, which was finally unanimous 
after along discussion, was brought about 
by the efforts of a few individuals, who 
seemed determined to make our stay un- 
pleasant forus. It was givenout that we 
wetfe professionals. Ilow such an impres- 
sion got abroad is amystery to me, unless 
from the fact that we wore sleeveless Jer- 
seys, while all the English amaieur costumes 
had sleeves coming half-way.to the elbow. 
One English paper seriously took the ground 
that we were professionals by our uniform— 
contending that sleeveless shirts permitted 
of 50 much greater freedom of action. We 
offered to prove our standi by com- 
uubicating with any oarsman in this country 
they might name, offered to pay 
for a cablegram, that they might be informed 
in ample time, but they refused to wake any 
effort to inform themselves. After the race 
at Henley we promptly challenged the win- 
ning crew, but they declined to row us, We 
afterward rowed in the Marlow regatta, 
easily winning the race, but every crew ex- 
cept the Mariows had previously withdrawn 
in accordance with the action taken at 
Hehley. ‘The Secretary of the Mariow Club 
was threatened with expulsion from the as- 
sociation if he rowed with us, but he dis- 
regarded the menace and went ahead. 
After we had challenged the Thames crew, 
whom we considered England’s best four, 
Hiatry Watts, President of the National As- 
sociation, who eg oe to be traveling 
through England, did everything to con- 
vinte them that we were all amateurs, as we 
claimed to be, but it was of no avail. More 
thah this, at the very time they declined our 
challenge the Thames crew had in their 
possession a letter from the Secretary of the 
National Association settling the mooted 
question of our status. Finally, after the 
other members of the crew had gone 
to the continent, word came from the 
Yales that uney considered us amateurs, and 
thaf they would row with us in any race. 
Mess tay the Thames Crew communicatea 
their willingness to row us for the interna- 
tional seampronenty over the champion 
course from Putney to Mortlake, a distance 
of four miles and three furlongs. I immedi- 
ately telegraphed to the other three, who 
were then at Frankfort, and they returned 
to London the latter part of August. The 
racé came off on the 15th of September. The 
only thing that prevented us from winning 
was the accident which befeli us after 
about two and a half miles of 
the course had been passed. We were 
four lengths in the lead when a seat broke 
and while we were trying to fix it they passe 
us,’ As it was, we gained on the other crew 
after getting under way again, and made the 
course in 20:53, thirteen seconds slower than 
the winning time. The thing for us to have 
done was to throw the seat overboard. Had 
we done that, instead of attempting to fix i 
we might have got the race in spite o 
the’ mishap. The Thames crew were 
afraid of us. In our practice the 
day before the race they took 
our time, which on that day was 20:17—twen- 
ty-three seconds better than ee | made in 
the race. They had conceded us the victory, 
and nothing but the accident kept us from 
winning. They admitted that we were the 
fastest crew they ever encountered, and the 
opinion of English oarsmen generally was 
decisively changed by the Thames races. In 
our iutercourse with the other crews we 
werk treated with uniform courtesy by the 
Nerth London Rowing Club, whose guests 
we .were, showine wus every atten- 
tion; While in training for the race 
we regularly ran three or four miles 
in the morning, and in the afternoon rowed 
over the course twice. None of the crew 
were able to work off any flesh, the air was 
so keen and bracing and their appetites so 
sharpened by the changed climate. 

* One of the most persistent opponents of 
the Hillsdales mentioned in Capt. Terwilli- 

r’s story was an Knglish sportsman named 
Bridk wood. who participated in the centen- 
nialiregwatta in this city.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 30.—An important 
criminal suit, which has oceupied the atten- 
tiov ot Judge McCoy for thie past four days,

The Bells of Cornéville at McVicker’s 
by the German Operetta Company. 

That operettas are popular with the Germans 
in this cit¥ was evidenced by the large audience 
which filied every part of McVicker’s last even- 
ing to witness the performance of Planguette’s 
well-known operetta, * The Bells of Curneville,” 
or better known as “ The Chimes of Normandy,” 
by Collmer, Isenstein & Wurster's new German 
operetta company. This operetta was given by 
the German company at McVicker's the latter 
part of last season, and achieved great success. 
As this was the first performance by the new 
company many people were no doubt drawn to 
the theatre by the claims made by the managers 
that the changes made in the new company had 
greatly strengthened it, and consequently every- 
body expected to see a performance even supe- 
rior to that given last season. But everybody 
was disappointed. The new company, instead 
of being stronger than the old one, was 
found to be considerably weaker, Some 
of the newcomers were an improvement over 
those whose places they took, but the second 
prima donna was 80 much inferior, both music- 
ally and artistically, to the lady who occupied 
that position last season that the entire per- 
formance, inspite of the good work done by 
most of the other people, fell rather flat. Miss 
Falkenstein, who made her début in the impor- 
tant part of Germaine, will not Oli the bill for 
second prima donna. She is rather inexperi- 
enced as an actress, and, while her voice shows 
good training, yet it has not the compass re- 
quired for suck prominent parts, and especially 
inatheatre like McVicker’s. So much is cer- 
tain that,if the managers of the German Theatre 
inean to make operatic performances a saccess 
here, they must get a lady in Miss Falkenstein’s 
place who is not Only a better singer but also a 
better actress. In minor parts Miss Falikeastein 
might be utilized to good advantage. 

The other new people made a more favorable 
impression, and some of them are au improve- 
wentover those whose piaces they have been 
engaged to fill.

Tarzet Practice, 

The question of rifle practice, which has oc- 
cupied the attention of the Eastera troops of 
the National Guard for years, is scarcely a vorn 
infant inthe West as yet, although the subject 
bas been kept alive by the appointment of the 
necessary ollicers to direct the exercise. The 
direct need of marksmanship is not felt very 
much as affairs exist at present, and this is 
probably tne immediate cause of the inaction 
of tne authorities. In a mob riot, correct 
marksmanship at long range would be of little 
use; short, quick volley-firing, bayonet exer- 
cise, clubbing of muskets, and slugging gen- 
erally would be the work required in 
street-firing. Long-ravuge fighting would 
bave little effect, except upon 
the buildings and personal property of those 
whom the military were seeking to protect. In 
case of a war, bowever, in which the volunteer 
troops could be called into service, the knowl- 
edge of rifle practice wouid be almost indis- 
pensabie. Had the volunteer troops in the War 
of the Rebellion understovud this feature of the 
art there would have been less lives lost, aud 
quicker execution would have been gained. 
Looking at the matter from an educational 
standpoint, rifle practice should be taugont in 
theory and in pratice, for, although a muu may 
never acquire distinction as a marksman, the 
exercise is valuable in teaching him étead!lness 
while firing.

The Voting Precincts—Proposed In- 
crease In Their Number.

The Trade and Labor Batification. 

The mass-meeting in West Twelfth Street 
Turner-Hall yesterday afternoon to ratify the 

Trade and Labor candidates for the Legislature 
was attended by about 200 unionists, President 
George Rodgers called the assembly to order, 
and occupied the chair throughout the meeting. 
Fred. Korth was elected Secretary. 

, Thomas Randall, a rampant Socialist, was in- 
discreetiy called upon the rostrum as the first 
speaker. He opesed with a tirade of abuse 

against the Uhicago papers for misrepresenting 
him in a speech which be had made some time 
in the past,and in doing this they misrep- 
resented the cause of trade and labor, 
of which he was an exponent. 
He did not want the reporters, he said, to note 
any of his subsequent remarks unless they 
could do it fairly and without misrepresenting 
him. The a eved gentieman then drove 
tabead with his speech, for which he took his 
inspiration from a priuted circular entitied 

“ Ptutform of the United Labor Party”’. 

Mr. M. L. Crawford, candidate for the Legisia- 
ture from the Third Senatorial District, was in- 
troduced. ln a pleasant and sensibie address he 
said that it was not customary for candidates to 
taik much. He was not a politician, but thought 
it was advisable to learn lessons of wisdow from 
those who practiced politics for a living. 
He fett sure that the ticket put ip the field by 
the Trude and Labor Assembly would achieve 
great things im this campaign. He attributed 

‘the failure of the workingman’s party io the 
_past to the fact that the party was only such io 
name. The candidates nominated by it were 
not representative Workingmen, and hence 
could not command the united support and coao- 
fidence of the laboring masses. in the present 
instance the peuple bave made the nominations 
themselves and selected men from their owa 
body. Candidates for the Legisiature from 
other parties are making a special cry for the 
revision of the criminal code. Why don't these 


“candidates pause a moment for reflection and 


‘devise a means for decreasing the number of 
criminais? This they could tind in the eight- 
hoursystem and the abolition of convict labor. 

Mr. Crawford was followed by Leo P. Dwyre, 
of the Fifth District, whom the Chairman intro- 
duced with the remark that his venerable 
countenance was recommendation envugb for 
hia honesty. Mr. Dwyre io a briet speech advo- 
cated the abolition of the convict-labor system. 
He felt that it was oneof the most infernal 
laws that ever bDiotted the statutes of any State. 

Speeches by Messrs. K. KR. Parsons, of the 
Sixth District, and Richard Powers, of the 
Eleventh, followed. Their remarks were based 
upon the various planks of the platform, and 
were in the game strain as those of ‘their pre- 
decessors. 

The Secretary read the following resolution, 

which was adopted: 
» Resolved, Tnust the sense of this meeting is 
that we indorse the platform, principles, and 
candidates of the United Labor party of Chi- 
cago, and pledge our bearty and unfailing sup- 
port to the maintenanve of its principies and 
the election of its candidates, and we urge all 
workingmen in and out of the trades ubions of 
Chicago to lend us all pussib.e aid in this good 
work. 

Mr. Morgan, the Socialist, when the meeting 
was about to adjourn, arose in the back end of 
the bali to offer a resolution, to the effect that 
inasmucb as the Anti- Monopoly Convention bad 
indorsed the Trade and Labor candidates for 
the Legisiature, it was the sense of the mass 
meeting that they would support $the Auti-Mo- 
nopolist ticket. 

Chairmen Rodgers would pot entertain the 
resolution, and stated that the meeting was not 
for that purpose. This evoked a loug discus- 
sion. George Sehbilli appealed from the de- 
cision of the Chair, and bad started in a loud 
voice to place the resolution before the gather- 
ing to be voted upon, when a motion to adjourn 
was made and seconded. Chairman Kodgers 
put the question of adjournment, at the same 
time Sebilling calied for “ yeas’ on the resolu- 
tion. ‘The result was that the mingicd voices of 


‘those in favor of adjourning and those for the 
ite made a unanimous alfirmative vote. 


VYoen “nays” were calied for it likewise was 
unanimous. The Chairman deciared the meet- 
ing adjourned, and Schilling annouaced that the 
resolution was carried, and both sides retired 
peacefully and perfectly satisfied.

Trepotf” this nuisance Was put an end to and 
aie in the cars forbidden, and so it is until 
theday. in private houses in Russia smoking 
fpallowed in every apartment, the bedroom pot 
excepted, a8 most ladies themselves induige in 
it To what extent this is the case the following 
e from real life may sbow: When in 
Kasan, on the Volga, about 2.500 versts from 8t. 
Petersburyz, I wus taken by a friend to a ba!! in 
the “Casino,’’ where the aristocracy of the place 
were assembled. Between every dance the la - 

dies resorted to their * private smoking-room, 
in which about midnigbi the atwospbere was so 
. dense that you evuld not see anything at a 
yard’s distance from you. no fresh air being 
admitied into it. If leave you to imagine 
the sweet smell the lovely creatures were ex- 
baling When coming out of their smoking-den 
to resume the interrupted program of chore- 
graphic exercises, especialiy to an unfortunate 
non-smoker like your bumble servant.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 0.—The Independ- 
eut Republican movement has already effected 
one reform, which is shown in the general im- 
provement in the character of the nominees for 
local offices in the State. Here in Philadeipbia

fear of the Commiitee of One Hundred, but 
every member of that committee is said to be @ 
supporter of the Stewart ticket. The nomina- 
tions fer legisiative, judicial, aad municipal 
offices in the State have been nearly all made 
The fact that, as a rule,a better class of mea 
has been chosen than formerty is undoubtedly 
due to the agitation in favor of better govern- 
ment which has been stirred up by the Inde 
pendent Republicans. 

The Cameron Republicans have to 
bolster up their State ticket by naming better 
m<n for lova! offices, but in nota few instances 
they have failed notably todo this. Where the 
Democrats have been wise enough to take ad- 
vantage of this weakness io the Stalwart ranks 
they will doudtiess profit by it, as it is not the 
purpose of the lndependent Republicans to run 
local tickets except where they are obliged todo 
it in order to secure respectabie officials. But it 
is too much to expect that the Democratic party 
will always show wisdom enough to meet emer- 
gencies of thie kind. It signaily failed to do se 
in making local nominations in this city. 

in naming members of Assembiy from this 
city the regular Republicans did not renomi- 
nate fourteen of the ring men, who could have 
secured approval in aimost any other year. 
Four of the men of this class, however, were re- 
nominated, and will, none be opposed 
by the Committee of One Hundred, whica is 
making a searching investigation iato cbhar- 
acter of all the candidates fur the ature, 
mauy of whom are mere “dummies.” This 
committee has the contidence of the best mem- 
bers of both parties, as it does not seek partisan 
advantage, and whatever action it takes will 
meet with public approval. in some of 
Democratic districts bad nominations for the 
Legisiature have been made. The election of 
these candidates will be stoutly opposed by the 
Cum mittee of One Hundred. 

The Independent Republican State Committee 
takes no part in local watters, but organizacions 
in Sympathy with it act for themselves on such 
questions. Wherever a very bad candidate for 
Congress or the Legisiature is put up by the 
Cameron machine, an Independent Republican 
opponent is necessarily placed in the la 
some districts the Cameron wen openly 
defeat for the party ruther tuan allow a man to 
be chosen for the State Senate who will not vote 
for Senator Cameron's reéiection to the United 
Siates Senate. Inu the district composed of 
Venango and Warren Counties the 
chosen candidate eof the party in Venango 
Senator Lee, who refused to wear the C 
yoke in the last Senatorial election. He has a 
majority of the nominating convention, but the 
Cameron men are able to prevent it from 
tnaking a nomination, which they have done, 
because Mr. Lee is opposed to Cameron's reélec- 
tion.

Apalachicola, have recently 


perpetrated a case of shotgun quarantine of a 
most atrocious character. 

Early in the month tne steamboat Mobile was 
sent from Miiton to the Apalachicola river to 
transfer passengers on the Pensacola & Atlantic 
Nallroad at Chattahooenie. On reachine Apala- 
chicola, at the mouto of the river,the boat was 
warned off by the inhabitants. who feared she 
was bringing infecuion from Pensacola, and not 
allowed to enter the river. The beat was re- 
quired to anchor in the open bay and not per- 
mitted to communicate with the shore even to 
get provisions. 

In the meantime the cyclone which . lately 
swept the Gulf coast struck Apalacvicola and 
wrecked the Movile, driving beron a saud- 
island, where, fortunately, all the people aboard 
the boat, including the wife of a rafiroad em- 
ployG, were saved atter sufferi much hard- 
ship and distress. The story is toid at length by 
the Pensacola Advrauce-Gazette, of the 24tno 
inst.. and at that date the castaways were 
still on their isiand,so far as is known, 
without food. The steamer Wyley was sent 
down from Chattahoocnie with food for the 
shipwrecked straugers imprisoned of their isi- 
and. The steamer was not, however, allowed 
to communicate with the island, and the sup- 
plies were delivered to the Collector of Cus- 
toms at Apalachicola, who declared he would 
succor the starving islanders at all bazards, but 
it is not kaown whetber the shipwrecked people 
have starved to death or whether tne inexorable 
shotgun quarantine bas sufficiently relaxed to 
let them have food 


TILE DRAINAGE. 


Rapid Growth—Immensity of the Work 
~Demand for Machines—What We 
Are Doing, and What Is Wet to Be 
Done. 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune 

Dwiaunrt, Lil., Sept. 29.—The amount of tile 
which has been laid the present season is 
simply immense—far exceeding all past 
records. Farmers of the prairie States 
are beginning to realize that their 
lands just all be tiled thoroughly 
for the reason that the certainty 
and amount of theircrops is measured by the 
extent of their tile drainage. At frst it was 
supposed that only the sloughs 6r natural 
depressions of the field would need tiling, 
but it has been found to pay even better to 
tile uplands as well as low lands, because it 
is all underiaid with heavy clay, and the 
subsvil remaining excessively wet too long 
after rain damages crops and prevents or de- 
lays the working of them. 

Notwithstanding the increased number of 
new tile-factories, it is a fact that all tile- 
makers report that they cannot fill their 
orders because of the unprecedented in- 
creased demand In tile. 

The ediior of the Drainage and Farm 
Journal states that to tile one-half of the 
State of Illinois it will take 500 tile factories 
with anan annual capacity of 20,000 tiles 
each over 100 years to furnish 
sary tile. But the great want = and 
absolute necessity today is for a 
practical machine to dig the narrow deep 
branches for laying the tile in.» A diteh ten 
inches wide and three to four feet deep is all 
that is necessary to be excawated for this pur- 
pose; that hand labor withga spade is inade- 
quate for this immense work is sélf-evident, 
and that it will be dune by machinery there 
can be no question, for the Prairie States are 
so level and free from stones atid obsiruc- 
tions to the operation and passage of ma- 
chinery. Another idea of the immensity of 
the trenching to be done is that it will 
reguire fifty-four rows of tlle, each 
a tile long, to tile thoroughly 
one section (640 acres of lufid), 
or fourteen wiles 160 acres. That this is go- 
ing to be done is a fixed fact. First, because 
suime are already doy it: second, because it 
pays Tfruin 2 to 10U percent on the cost of 
doug it, expensive as it is. But instead 
of taking a hundred years for 500 
tile factories, about the present number in 
Lilinois, to furnish the neeessary tile, a rapid 
increase of this industry shows that within 
five orten years there will be 1,500 or 2.U00 
tile factories established, and this vast work 
all accomplished within twenty or thirty 
years. I go oué step geeenee and say 
when we reacii that time, that the railroads 
that are now built in Tilings will not be avle 
to haul the crops which" will then grow. 
Hence, there is no finer field today for the 
inventor or investor than the prodnetion and 
manufacture of a machine that will do this 
ditching. 

The drainage situation may be boiled down 

to this: First, every progressive farmer 

anxious and ready to tile. Secondly, the 
tile are not to be had. Thirdly, if we had 
the tile hand labor is not be found. Conse- 
quently, the urgeut necessity for & machine 
was never greater than today. My neivhbor 
James Brown, who owns 600 acres oi iand, 


‘has just come in to see me and wanting to 


know where and “how he will ever get his 
farm tilled” under the existing circum- 
stances. I have often thought that 1 might 
be what you would call an “enthusiast” on 
the subject of drainage, but I[. am a 
“limb” to what those who [ have 
induced to go into it are today. “ Mr. 
Brown, you feed cattle?” “ Yes, largely.” 
* How much have you suld this season off of 
your farm?” ‘“Isolda little ‘bunch’ the 
other day which netted me $19,5007’ * How 
is your corn?” “ The onit corn that I calla 
crop this season is on the land we tilled iast 
fall. That will gosixty bushels to the acre.”’ 
* Are we going to have much soft corn this 
season?” “ Yes, lots of it. I will give you 
40 cents per bushel for 20,000 of sound corn 
delivered on my farm any time this winter.”’ 
This afternoon Mr. Brown with four teams 
and my tenants with as many more are at 
work upon a ditch which, when completed, 
will be nearly three miles long, 20 feet.wide 
on the top, 2 to 3 feet on the bottom, and 
4to 5 feet deep. This is the “ontlet” for 
our present and future system of tile drain- 
age.

Whisky That a Jury Consamed, 
Letter from E. Dwyer Gray to the Dublin Freeman's 
Jgurnal, Written from Richmond Jai. 

As th@ great difference between the amount 
of liquor atated by the Freeman's Journal to have 
been charged by the hotel against the jurors in 
the Hynes case and the amount stated by Mr. 
Hamilton to have been actually consumed by 
the jurors has been the subject of pubiic com- 
ment, 1 yesterday wrote an official letter to the 
Sub-Sheriff calling upon him to suppiy to mea 
vouched copy of the bill in quesiiop, and fur- 
ther to inform me of the names of the bailiffs 
and other attendants upon the jurérs and the 
amount consumed by each which was included 
in that bill. I bave toaay received from Mr. 
Cumpbeil a reply, with a copy of the hotel bill. 
It appears there were six attendant® upun the 
jury—four policemen aud two bailiffs. Ali 
these bave sworn atlidavits fur the information 
of the Lord Lieutenant, and Mr. Canipbell bas 
furnished for me offially the amount of liquors 
which these men Swore was all they consumed. 
The foliowing is the amount of liqhorsin the 
bile Seven piots of ale, 1 pint stout, 1 bottle 
sherry, 1 buttie champagne, 3 bottlés claret, 6 
giasses bollaunds, % glass brandy, B56 glasses 

whisky, 2 glasses rum. 

The following is the amount stated to have 
been consumed by the six attendauts, and to 
which they have testified on h by. sworn affi- 
davit: Five pints beer, | pint t, 10% glasses 
spirits. The .tullowing is a summary of tne 
amount Mr. Hamilton states the jurors con- 
sumed, and to which he states they have testi- 
fied on oath by sworn affidavit: Three glasses 
beer, 7 glasses sherry, 154 glasses claret, 5% 
glasses spirits, 1 bottie chawpagoe. Putting 
these together, we have a most extraordinary 
deticiency. We may take the beer, sherry, and 
coampagne as accounted for: but of the 3 bot- 
tiles of claret, say 21 glasses, the jurofsonly took 
18% and the bailiffs none; and of the 44 wiasses 
of spirits of one kind or another, whisky. 
rum, brandy, and huiliands, the bailiffs took lu 
and i juror 5% glasses, making io ail 16, and 
leaving 28 unaccounted for. Thus we have un- 
accounted for 7% glasees of claret and 25 wiasees 
of spirits. Now, seeing that all the statements 
are oo sworn allidavits, if tnis discrepancy can- 
not be accounted for, the irresistible sugyes- 
tion forces itseif upow me that some persun or 
persons must be committing serious mistakes, 
and, as this is a matter upon wbich depends the 
life of a man, it isto be presumed chat before 
the extreme penalty of the law is carried out the 
Lord-Lieutenant will satisty bimself as to 
whether perjury bas been committed, and, if so, 
by whom it bas been committed; whether by the 
jury or any of them woo decided Hynes’ fate or 

, the sworn officers of the court whu bad 
charge of the jury.

‘rhe schooner G.S. Hazard arrived Friday night 
intowof the propetier Jay Gould, tee vessdi 
being in a badly damaged condition. The 
low met it heavy head wind of 
Luke Erie on Monday night, aud 
duriy on Tuesday morning they put th behia# 
Rondeau Point for speiter. The Gould wert 
into the harbor and the Hazard unchored a toile 
and a half outside the prer. At 2 o'clock oh 
fhursday afternoon, the lake being quite calal, 
ube Gould started out to pick up the schooner. 
She stevred straight for the iatter amidship, 20- 
ing ut about a nve-mile speed. When about 
two anda balf lengths from the tazard Capt. 
Fieteber, the master of the tatter, seeipg the 
Gouid coming right ahead, calied out for her 
to back ber engine. A moment iater Capt. 
Giraser, of the propeller, yelied for somebody to 
tell the secoad engineer, who was on duty, to 
back up. Thies would show that be bad already 
given tbe right signals, but they were nat 
heeded. It was too lute, however, and the Gould 
¢rasbed stem on into the purt side of the 
Hazard between the rore and main masts and 
just abreast of the centreboard-box. About 
everytbing on that side from the rail to the bilge 
was brokeo, the deck planks were started, ani 
the siarbourd side was forced outward. Hud tue 
vylow been struck further forward Or aft there 
is no doubt the vesseil would bave been cut ib 
two. The heavy beams running across to 
strengtbea the box were brokeu and the Kneeg 
loosened. The vessel at once began lenking 
badly, and in ten minutes bad made eight inches 
of warer. Capt. Fletcver realized that it was 
hecessary to do something at once. His mute 
was sick, and everything dupended on bimeeif. 
He bad canvas placed under the vessel and 
drawn tignt. Then with ropes he hud 
bimself lowered into the water, and 
for two hours and twenty minutes he 
worked with canvas, and boards, and hammef, 
and nails, and oakum, apd tallow, lke a Deavef, 
to close up the leaks. So well did he succeeil 
that after the schooner got under way she 
mude only about one incb an hour. She Bad oh 
»».U00 boshels of wheat. worth over 300,U00, 
which was fully insured. Of tois she discharged 
34.484 busbeis in good condition, thus wettin 
only 516 busbels. ‘bere she was struck there is 
toirty feet of water, and bad Capt. Fletcher not 
acted prowyptiy, boidly, and wisely the schooner 
must bave sunt; and with ber cargo wou 
likely have been a total loss, The Captain is 
inao over 50 years old and subject to rbeuma- 
tism, and be ran « great risk to his heaith in this 
exposure in the cold water. There is no insur- 
ance ou the Hazard, which is owned by the 
Union Steamboat Company. Cupt. Fietcher 
therefore saved his vessel for her owners. 
Manager Bullard calls this wonderful work, 
and the company has a way of not for- 
getting cood service from its employés, There 
is also a chance for interested § § insur- 
ance companies to reward action which was 
the means of saving 80 many thousands of dol- 
urs to them. The Captain ruined a suit of 
¢lothes while down in the water, The damage 
to the Hazard amounts to about $4,000, and site 
will require at least a month for repairs. This 
practically tays her up for the reac of this sea- 
sun. The Guuld suffered but slight injury. ' 


The Investigation into the Loss of the 
Propeller Asia. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicaao Triowne. 

COLLINGWOOD, Ont., Sept. 30.—The investiga- 
tion into the Asia disaster opened this morning, 
when the only witness called was Inspectér 
Risley, who testified that he examined the Asia 
on the 20th of May, 1882, at Sarnia, and found 
nothing wrong or contrary tolaw. She was de- 
focient in the number of oars, having only five, 
instead of six. The certificate was withbeld 
until the 6tn of July, when it was sent to the 
Munager of the Northwest ‘Transit Company on 
the 2ith of July, and was returned by the Mau- 
ager of the company, asking permission to carry 
an increased number of pass ngers. He 
considered sbe should be allowed 20), 
although not — required to carry 4s 
thany as a rule, The Asia was then running an 
Georgian Bay. Ito answer be replied that on ac- 
count of the danger of Georgian Bay he coulki 
Hot recommend she be allowed to carry more 
than 150 passengers. On being askedif hecould 
account for the vessel runnipg without a cer- 
tificate, Mr. Risley said the Steamboat insped- 
lion act, Sec. 33, requires the Collector of Cud- 
toms to demand from each steamboat a cer- 
tificate of inspection, and if not turnished ina 
rensonabie time tuhold the vessel. The failure 
af che Collector to make this demand accounts 
for a vessel ruoning witoout papers. 

For the last tew days there has been consid- 
erable excitement manifested on account of a re- 
port of the steamer Emeraid be ng condemned, 
and that she would not be allowed to sail during 
the reinainder of the se:.son. Mavager Cameron, 
being in ‘Toronto, telegraphed the steamer to 
remain ip port for iuspection. Today, accord+ 
ihyly, CO. R. Coker, inspector of hulls, and W, 
J. Meneiily, Steamboat Inspector, made a 
thoroush and close investigation of the steamer 
and hunded Mr. Charies Cameron, manager of 
the line, the followimg report: **We have in+ 
spected the bull and machinery of the Emerald 
und ner life-saving and other equipment, and 
are satistied that she isin seaworthy and safé 
cbndition for her presen@route on the Geurgiali 
Bay, provided she is properly loaded."’ 

The following is a copy of the instructions 
which Cupt. Savage held in his pussession at thd 
time of the Asia disaster, and picked up by the 
iwhthousekeeper at Ked Kock and handed toe 
Capt. Symmes, who forwarded them to thé 
uiunager of the company bere;
